WHAT JAPAN WANTS. 


Not Chinese Territory So Much as To 
Prevent Further Trouble. 

Paris, May 3.—The Figaro publishes a 
report of an interview with Mr. Sone Ara- 
suke, Japanese minister to France, on the 
subject of the treaty of peace between 
China and Japan. itr. Arasuke says it is 
especially the desire of Japan to obtain 
the indemnity and commercial concessions 
prescribed in the treaty. The question of 
territory, he says, is not a matter of first 
importance. Japan has no wish to make 
continental conquests, but she must hold 
the keys to China, temporarily at least; 
otherwise China would refuse to recognize 
the treaty and the war would have to be 
fought over again. The idea of a Chino- 
Japanese alliance, he says, is absurd. 

Ratifiertien of the Treaty. 

London, May 3.—The Times correspondent 
in Shanghai says the Chinese emperor 
ratified the treaty with Jap:n yesterday 
and Li Hung Chang will proceed to Chee 
Foo at once to exchange the ratifications.

ELLINGTON DID RIGHT. 


Judge Starbuck Holds That Stanford 
Was Not Legally Elected. 
Raleigh, N. ©., May 3.—The jury of Stan- 
ford, fustonist, against Ellington, demo- 
crat, for the state librarian’s position, was 
out all night. It had only to consider the 
question whether Stanford had demanded 
the office. The jurors did not agree, and 
so Judge Starbuck discharged them. He 
then decided that Stanford was not legally 
elected by the legislature on March 13th, 
and that Ellington does not unlawfully 

hold over. 3 

Stanford appeals. Ellington has given 
bond to cover the emoluments of the office.

German Advice. 

Berlin, May 3.—The Cologne Gazette says 
it is able to contradict the statement that 
the protesting powers of Germany, France 
and Russia are not united upon the ques- 
ion of Japan’s accession of Chinese -main- 
land territory. ‘The protesters,’’ The Ga- 
zette says, ‘‘must have recourse to ener- 
getic action, and are resolved to obtain 
their demands. We advise Japan to com- 
ply with them without delay.” 


ANOTHER HUNGARIAN CRISTS. 


Premier Banffy Will Resign on Ac- 
count of Criticisms on His Actions. 


Vienna, May 3.—The Hungarian premier, 
saron janffy, has precipitated another 
cabinet crisis by denouncing in the Hun- 
garian lower house Archbishop Agliardi’s 
tour of agitation against the ecclesiastical 
bills. Thursday the Politische Corrbspan- 
denz contained this semi-official statement: 

“Count Kalnoky does not sanction Baeron 
janffy’s attack upon Archbishop Agliardi. 
Baron Banffy appears to be unacquainted 
with the nature of the _  archbishop’s 
speeches, as well as with the rules of 
diplomatic usage.’’ 

This sharp rebuke has caused keen ex- 
citement in Buda-Pesh. Most Hungarian 
politicians regard Banffy’s retirement as 
likely. The premier will come to Vienna 
tomorrow. He is expected to. resign his 
office. The emperor’s action upon his 
resignation probably will be influenced 
strongly by the difficulty in finding a suc- 
cessor without turning to Dr. Wekerle, the 
last premier, for assistance. 


UNCLE SAM IN THE ROW. 
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London Papers Say Our Interference 
Is Objectionable. 


London, May 3.—The Globe, 
rial article on the NicaragyY 
Says: 

‘Nicaragua must pay and apologize. The 
American republic shows a disposition to 
interfere in disputes between the smaller 
states and Europe, which is objectionable, 
The tone of the American press 
has refiected clearly, as usual, the tone of 
the country, though their bluster has been 
louder upon this occasion because it was 
felt that there was little chance of its being 
listened to.’’

They Know Enough in Chicago Not 
To Get Run Over. 


WANTS A CONVENTION 


MISSOURI 


Governor Stons States That There Was 
Nota Gold Democrat in the State 
Before the Extra Session of ’93. 


Chicago, Ill., May 3.—Primaries for the 
selection of delegates to the Cook county 
convention of the democratic party in con- 
nection with the called state monetary 
convention were held in.the wards and 
country towns today. Harmony prevailed 
because the Honest Money League, of 
illinois, which represents the anti-free 
coinage of silver wing of the demo- 
cratic party, had issued an appeal to the 
party voters to have nothing to do with 
the county or state convention and the 
selection of delegates. 

Nevertheless, the sentiment in favor of 
bimetallism was made known by a large 
number of voters, considering it was a 
primary, lacking the spoils of office fea- 
ture. Secretary Robert Burke, of the 
democratic county central committee, said 
the voting: was lively, especially in the 
twenty-second ward, where 186 votes were 
wast for the delegate ticket, although 
there was no opposition. There was no 
contest in any of the thirty-four wards of 
the city, nor in the outside towns, which 
will have fifty delegates in the county con.- 
vention to be held in the north side Turned 
hall tomorrow. 

The total number of delegates who will 
have a right to seats in the convention will 
be 266. A full attendance is expected. Ex- 
Congressman Bryan, of Nebraska, will ad- 
dress the silver advocates. Ex-Judge Mce- 
Connell, president of the Illinois club, will 
probably be chosen chairman of the con- 
vention by unanimous vote, and will also 
head the delegation which goes to Spring- 
field. | 


MISSOURI WILL HAVE ONE.

The Democrats of the Legislature Re- 
quest a State Convention. 

St. Louis, May 3.—(Special.)—The people 
of Missouri are aroused on the financial 
issue as they never were before. The peo- 
ple of Illinois are not more in earnest than 
are the citizens of this state. 

Ex-Governor Francis and the adminis- 
tration democrats are doing all in their 
power to check the spread of the silver 
sentiment. But they might as well try to 
dam the Mtississfppi. Senator Vest and 
Representative Bland are not more earn- 
est in their advocacy of the double stand- 
ard than are hundreds of other democratic 
leaders. 

A state convention of the party is de- 
manded by the people. Last night a reso- 
lution was adopted by a caucus of the 
democratic members of the legislature, 
calling on the state central committee to 
summon a convention n@ later than Au- 
gust Ist to consider the party policy on the 
financial question. 

Governor Stone made a speech to the con- 
ference during which he sjid: 

‘There never was a gold democrat in 
Missouri till Pres™ént Cleveland convened 
congress in extra session in 1898, and I 
hcpe to God there never will be one 
again.,’’

But This Is Another Governor—One 
of the Goldbug Stripe. 


Jackson, Miss., May 4.—Governor Stone 
last evening made public a letter which 
he had just received from President Cleve- 
land, in which he commends the governor's 
attitude on the currency question, and 
Says: 

“If we, who profess fealty to the demo- 
cratic party, are sincere in our devotion to 
its principles, and if we are right in be- 
lieving that the ascendency of those prin- 
ciples is a guarantee of personal liberty, 
universal care for the rights of all, non- 
sectional, American brotherhood and manly 
trust in American citizenship in any part 
of our land, we should study the effects 
upon our party and consequently upon our 
country of a committsi of the national 
democracy to the debased silver standard. 

“If there are democrats who suppose that 
our party cannot stand on a platform em- 
bodying such doctrine, either through its 
affirmative strength or through the per- 
plexity of our opponents on the game propo- 
sition, or if there are democrats who are 
willing to turn their backs upon their party 
associations in the hope that free and 
unlimited and independent coinage of silver 
can win a victory without the aid of either 
party organization, they should deceive 
themselves no longer, nor longer refuse to 
face the results that will follow the defeat, 
if not the disintegration of the democratic 
party, upon the issue which tempts them 
from their allegiance. 

“If we should be foreed away from our 
traditional doctrine of sotind and safe 
money, our old antagonist will take the 
field on the platform which. we abandon; 
and neither the votes of reckless democrats 
nor reckless republicans will avail fo stay 
their easy march to power. This is as plain 
as anything can possibly be, 

‘It therefore, becomes the duty of cvery 
democrat, wherever he may be, to consider 
what such a victory would mean,*and in the 
light of a proper conception of its regulis, 
he should deliberately shape his course.” 


NO HOPE OF A CONFERENCE, 


Senator Daniel Does Not Believe One 
Will Be Held. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., May 4.—United States 
Senator Daniel, of Virginia, in an interview 
yesterday said that he was a free silver 
man, and a stronger one than ever, aiter 
listening to Dr. Depew’s attack on “‘Coin’s 


Financial School.’’ 

Being asked about the proposed inter- 
national munetary conference, of whick 
he is a member, Mr. Daniel Stated that in 
his opinion it was extremely doubtful if 
‘the conference would ever be held. 

He believed the movement had been quiet- 
ly allowed to drop. Even if it should be 
held, the senator thought it would nowt re- 
sult in an international agreement on the 
silver question, England was strongly wuni- 
favorable, and the same gold element cen- 
trolled the other monarchial countriés. 
France was the only country he considered 
to be favorable to an extended usé of ail- 
ver. The conference if held, however, would 
be a good thing, because it would ad 
knowledge te the silver question,

LYMAN . RESIGNS, 

Another One of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners Gives Up His Job... 
Washington, May 3.+The resignation of 
Civil Service Commissioner Lyman is un- 
doubtedly in the hands of the president, 
but no official announcement of the fact 
can be obtaired from either the white house 
or from Mr. Lyman himself. The latter 

refuses to talk upon the subject. 

The announcement of the resignation and 
the appointment of the new commissioner 
will probably become public at the same 
time with the announcement of the name 
of Coinmissioner Roosevelt's successor, 
Some years ago Mr. Lyman appeared be- 
fore a congressional committce to answer 
a charge of favoritism toward a relative 
and other accusations connected with his 
position as commissionér. Two reports 
were made in whicn Mr. Lyman was se- 
verely censured, but the ‘reports never 
came before the house for action. Since 
that time a rumor that Mr. Lyman would 
leave the commission has been prevalent 
for several nionths.

Louisville, Ky,, May .3,—Secretary of State

It is hardly probable that Fulton Gordon 
will be able to attend court tomorrow morn- 
ing. Gordon is still unable to bear any 
reference to the tragedy, This morning his 
attorney, Hector Delancy, made a bare al- 
lusion to the affair and Gordon immediately 
fainted. 

Dr. Gavin Fulton, who is in attendance 
on Gordon, stated today that he feared that 
either lunacy or brain fever would be the 
outcome of the case. 

SHANER SURRENDERS, 

The Slayer of Wallace, at Danville, 
Gives Himself Up. 
Lynchburg, Va., May 3.—Louis O. Shaner, 
the man who killed Jim Wallace, at Dan- 
ville, Va., on Sunday night last, surren- 
dered himself to his brother, Mr. Walter 
Shaner, this afternoon, and was taken by 
the latter to the police station. The two 
reached the courthouse at 4 o’clock and 
found there the Danville officers, who had 
had some previous intimation of Shaner’s 
intention. He was shortly afterwards taken 
to jail, no application being made for bail, 
and will be taken to Danville tomorrow. 
The prisoner seemed composed. He wore 


a the gray suit mentionea im the descriptions 


of him, wut nis race was Clean snaven, and 
he did not seem to be any the worse for 
his exciting .experiences of the past few 
days. On being asked by the reporter as 
to how long he had been in town, he re- 
plied that he had been here about two 
days.

HANGING AT RALEIGH. 


George Mills Pays the Penalty for the 
Murder of His Niece, 
Raleigh, N. C., May 3.—Today at noon 
George Mills was privately hanged in the 
courthouse yard for the murder, on June 
20th last, of his niece, Ina Wimberley. The 
governor yesterday refused to interfere, 
as a medical examiner reported the mur- 
derer physically and mentally responsible 

for his acts. 

Mills claimed in his confession that the 
girl, Ina, had béen made pregnant by her 
father or her brothers, and that the father, 
with the knowledge of the mother, forced 
him to take her to a lonely house, where 
he first drugged her with laudanum and 
then killed her with the repeated blows of 
a gunrack that he claimed had been put 
in the house by Wimberley, who told him 
where to find it.: 


Secrest Gets Twenty Years, 

Rutherfordton, N. C., May 3.—The noted 
case of Hoke Secrest, who murdered his 
wife and child twelve years ago, in Burke 
county, this state, was called this morn- 
ing. Counsel for the state and the defense 
announced that they had agreed upon a 
compromise verdict of manslaughter. The 
jury were accordingly ‘instructed to render 
such a verdict, and Secrest was at once 
sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment.

lowa Is Visited by the Second Terrific 
Cyclone Within a Week, 


PAIS ONE PASSED NORTH OF SIOUX crRY 


Sioux Centre, Perkins and Sibley in 
the Storm’s Track. 


A SCHOOL HOUSE IS DEMOLISHED 


Two Teachers and Two Children Killed. 
Some Estimate the Total Num- 
ber of Dead at 100. 


Sioux City, Ia., May 3.--Sioux county was 
Cevastated by a terrific cyclone this after- 
noon. The storm came from the north- 
west and struck Sioux Centre, a small! 
town furty-five miles north of this point, 
at 4 o'clock. Telegraphic reports from the 
scene of the storm are very meager, tbe 
wires being down, but it is understood that 
a considerable nuniber were killed and in- 
jured. The first reports were received by 
the Sioux City ana Northern railroad from 
their agent at Sioux Centre. The dispatch 
read: 

“A cyclone passed three miles northwest 
of here. A schoolhouse near town is blown 
down. The teacher was killed and several 
children were killed and injured. The exact 
rumber ard names have not yet been 
learned. The whole country in the track 
of the storm is devastated. The Sioux City 
and Nortnern tracks between Perkins and 
Doon are washed out for several miles.” 

At Least a Hundred Killed. 

Dispatches from Sioux Centre at 8:30 
o'clock say that three schoolhouses and at 
least twenty residences and barns near 
that place were swept away. At the 
schoolhouse tao teachers and three pupils 
were killed and>- many injured. Two wo- 
men were found dead about 6 o’clock not 
far frcm the point where one of°the school 
buildings” .stood. One man who arrived 
in Sioux Centre late in the evening re- 
ported that his house was blown away 
and his family killed. He himself escaped 
and says that at least a hundred people 
must have been killed. Parties have been 
sent out from Hull, Sioux Centre and Or- 
ange City, neighboring towns, but their 
work is being carried on in total darkness 
and in the midst of a tremendous wind and 
rainstorm. It is, consequently, progressing 
slowly. 

A number of bodies have already been 
recovered, although the exact number can- 
not be learned. Every one is violently ex- 
cited and definite accounts cannot be ob- 
tained. It is said that Perkins, a small 
town between Sioux Centre and Doon, was 


-irectly in the path of the storm and was 


almest entirely wiped out. ‘The wires tead= 
ing to it are all down. The tracks are all 
washed out and the roads cannot be safely 
traveled over, owing to the Manner in 
which they were gullied by the rain. It 
is, consequently, no easy matter to reach 
ms 

Pflysicians have already set out from 
Hull, Orange City and Sioux Centre, but 
are meeting with every conceivable ob- 
stacle in their effort to reach the scene of 
the storm, Help has been refused from here, 
but if the same character of reports con- 
tinue to come in, a train may be sent out. 
Late this evening news was received from 
Sibley to the effect that a storm struck 
there at 5 o'clock p. m., destroying the 
house of John Watterson, killing Mrs. Wat- 
terson and injuring Watterson and his 
son. No names can yet be learned of the 
people injured about Sioux Centre and Per- 
kins. 

The Sioux City and Northern train which 
arrived at 10 o’clock tonight brought thirty 
passengers who witnessed the storm. 
They reported that thirteen dead had been 
brought into Sioux Centre at 6 o’clock p. 
m. It is estimated that fifty people must 
have been killed. The Northern train bare- 
ly escaped a smash-up in a washout near 
Doon, but was stopped by section men be- 
fore it passed upon the dangerous terri- 
tory. 

Teachers and Children Killed. 

Word was received from Sioux Centre at 
11 o’clock tonight that Miss Anna Marsden 
was among the killed. She was a teacher 
at what was known as the Coombs school- 
house, seven miles north of Sioux Centre. 
Fully one-half of her pupils are said to 
have been killed or injured, but none of 
their names have yet been learned. 

The parents of many of the children 
escaped the storm, and are nearly frantic 
with anxiety to learn whether their little 
ones are dead or alive. Miss Marsden’s 
brother, who taught school two miles north 
of the Coombs building, was also killed. 
As nearly as can be learned, the towns 
which suffered were Perkins, Sibley, Doon, 
Hull and Sioux Centre. 

Sioux Centre and Hull were grazed only 
by the edge of the storm, and no fatalities 
are reported from either of them. The 
number of killed at Doon 18 now stated at 
ten. Four or five will probably cover the 
dead at Sibley. 

At Perkins the loss of life is said to have 
been very large, probably not less than 
thirty or forty. This, with the number of 
killed on farms about the country, must 
bring the number up to nearly seventy-five 
or a hundred. 

Property Loss Enormous. 

It is difficult to determine tonight what 
the loss to property will amount to, tut 
from -all accounts it must be enormous, 

At 12 o'clock word was received that four 
schoolhouses near Sioux Centre, ‘while 
school was in progress, were destroyed, and 
at each one from three to ten children 
were killed or injured. Many of the chil- 
dren were carried from @ quarter to half 
a mile before they were dropped. The lit- 
tle daughters of John Koster, a farmer near 
Sioux Centre, were picked up as they were 
leaving the schoolhouse and dashed into a 
wire fence, and both were killed. 

Two sons of C, H, Haggie, at the vame 
school, had their legs broken and received 
other injuries from which they will die, Mr. 
Haggie’s house is near the school and al- 
though he escaped, his daughter Was so 
badly injured that she cannot live. 

The deaths near Sioux Center, of which 
there is certain evidence thus iar, are those 
of Mrs. John Koster, Mrs. Post, Miss Anna 
Marsden, George Marsden, a child of A. U.

Loss Near Sibley. 

Sibley, Ia., May  3.--In the 
ity of this place scores of 
lost their fives during the cyclone, 
which swept down from the _ north. 
The storm did not reach here in .ts most 
furious form or the fatalities must have 
been frightful, It was most violent half a 
mile east of the town. There the ta*m- 
hcuse of Herman Bellkamp was completely 
demolished and Mrs, Bellkamp and two 
children killed. 

A mile further on the storm struck the 
dwelling of John Walterman, redwing it to 
kindling wood. Mrs, Walterman was struck 
on the head by a flying piece of a joist end 
instantly killed. Her husband was s¢rious- 
ly hurt and William Walterman’s sxoulder 
was crushed, Mrs, Walterman held her 
year-old baby in her arms and the baby «s- 
caped without a scratch. John Cughlan ond 
family escaped by taking refuge in a cy- 
clone cave, but his hduse and barn were de- 
stroved. 

The Whitney schoolhouse was wrecked, A 
womargis reported killed by lightning near 
Ashton. 

Later reports say that ten were killed 
at Doon and three at Perkins. Thirteen 
dead have been brought into Sioux Centre. 
The tornado jumped forty miles northeast 
to Sibley, Osceola eounty. Five are re- 
ported killed there. 

The storm appears to have originated 
one and a half miles southwest of Sioux 
Centre. From there it moved across the 
country in a northeasterly direction, cross- 
ing the Sioux City and Northern track 
about two miles north of Sioux Centre. 
About half a mile beyond it seems to have 


changed its course to the northwest and 
Struck Perkins and Sibley.

Lynchburg, Va., May 4.—A telegram was 
received tonight about 12:30 o’clock from 
Governor O’Ferrall ordering the home 
guard to proceed by first train to Poca- 
hontas, the scene of the miners’ strike. 

The town bel! was rung at 1 o’clock and 
the military proceeded to gather at the ar- 
mory- At this hour, 1:45 o’clock a, m., 
they are fully equipped and will leave on 
the 5:30 o’clock train this morning for Po- 
cahontas. 

Will Call for Federal Troops. 

Bluefield, W. Va., May 3,—It is the min- 
ers on the Elkhorn side of the large tunnel 
who seem to be in the most ugly mood. It 
is now probable that the United States 
regulars will be called for. There is a reg- 
iment at Columbus, O., in easy reach. Gov- 
ernor McCorkle is advising strongly 
against this step, and has wired Colonel 
Turney, of his staff, who is an Elkhorn 
operator, that he is able to cope with the 
situation. However, if federal troops are 
asked for it will be by the Norfolk and 
Western, It is the general belief that Gov- 
ernor O'Ferrall and Governor McCorkle 
are both ready to render such assistance 
as may be necessary. It is predicted by 
some of the most largely interested par- 
ties that the field will be idle for several 
months. Fully one-third of the strikers 
have left the region and are still going on 
every train,

A SUNDAY MASS MEETING. 


Miners in West Virginia To Hold a 
Large Meeting. 

Bluefield. W. Va., May 5.—The strikers 
have decided to hold Sunday morning @ 
meeting on the west side, They will as- 
semble between the two tunnels just this 
side of the Tazewell county line. Addresses 
are to be given at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon and Messrs. McBride, Lawless, Yardy 
and others of almost equal prominence are 
billed to appear.

The deputies and others’ in and around 
Pocahontas who are charged with the 
protection of property and the preservation 
of order will not have jurisdiction in Mer- 
cer county and the Sunday meeting can 
be held with little danger of an ovtbreak. 

Not less than half a dozen mass meetings 
were held by strikers this afternoon, but 
nothing of importance occurred. The Po- 
cahontas mine shipped seventy-five cars 
of coal and twenty of coke today, a slight 
increase over yesterday, It is expected that 
Sunday’s mass meeting will either resnit 
in the calling out of all the miners or the 
collapse of the strike,

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TRADE’S SKY CLEARS 


— The Commercial Agencies Report ap In- 
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creased Yolume of Business. 


SOME LARGE STRIKES STILL ARE ON 


Thus Far the Improvement Is Chiefly 
Confined to New England—Spec- 
ulation Revives, 


New York, May 3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

“The manifest improvement in many 
lines of general trade has resultai in an 
increase in the volume of business, not- 
withstanding the impending idleness of 
9,000 Rhode Island worsted mill operatives 
and many in other industrial lines. Indus- 
trial unrest now takes the form of striking 
for higher wages. This week about 50,000 
industrial employes have struck, and the 
tendency does not seem to be checked. 
About 3,000 people are reported to have ob- 
tained Wigher wages without striking. 

“April bank clearings reflect improvement 
in demand for staples and enlarged specu- 
lation in stocks and bonds, wheat, petro- 
leum and cotton in a monthly aggregate 
which is, with two exceptions, the largest 
reported since June, 1893. Total April clear- 
ings at sixty-one cities are $4,323,322,999, a 
gain over 1894 of 14 per cent and over March 
this year of 5.5 per cent. The increase 
over February is 25 per cent. Three-fourths 
of all the cities reporting show increases 
Over April, 1894, special improvement being 
noted in the eastern and middle states and 
in the south and southwest. The far 
western group alone shows a decrease. 

“Nashville and Galveston report some 
little improvement in the volume of busi- 
ness, but they prove the exceptions among 
southern cities. Agricultural conditions in 
Tennessee are said to be favorable. In 
Texas the coast country still needs rain. 
At Chattanooga and Augusta the week's 
business has been of somewhat smaller 
volume, although at the former some of 
the manufacturing industries 
employed than one year ago. There 
only a fair business in cotton goods, and 
prices remain firm. No gain is looked for 
until the demand for all supplies becomes 
general.’’ 

What Dun & Co. Says. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly 
trade tomorrow will say: 

“Business begins May in better condition 
than at any other time since the break- 
down in May, 1893. Smaller in volume 
than then, it is not now shrinking, but 
enlarging. The chief obstacle to a more 
complete recovery is the anxiety of many 
to pluck fruit before it is ripe. Holders 
of some staples have lifted them so far 
as to prevent their marketing: consumption 
of materials in some branches is checked 
by advances which cannot be realized for 
finished products; workers in some indus- 
tries are demanding wages that cannot be 
paid ont of any business in sight. In spite 
of labor troubles, and speculative excess, 
the outlook brightens; money markets con- 
tinue healthy, and with heavy sales of 
railway bonds abroad, the deficiency in

Additional con- 
tracts for structural work here and at 
Chicago, sales of 7,000 tons of rails at the 
east, a better demand for wire and its 
products and for plates and sheets, are 
the encouraging features this week. Cot- 
ton ties are a shade higher at 55 cents per 
bundle, and wire nails at 8 cents and cut 
nails at 70 cents, by car load, are less de- 
moralized. Consumption does not yet equal 
the capacity of the works or the output of 
pig, but improves. Late in the week im- 
portant strikes in the iron works about 
Pittsburg threatened serious disturbances.

“The remarkable rise in leather continues 
and yet shipments of boots and shoes from 
Boston were slightly larger than two years 
ago or ever before, the most of the works 
having orders for three or four months’ 
production at a material advance in prices, 
The chief embarrassment is uncertainty as 
to the future price of leather. The “rise 
In prices of cotton goods also continues. 
The woolen year ends with the lowest 
prices yet known.

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” ~ BAYARD’ WORKED “IT. 0" 
The Ambassador Helped To Bring 
About the Compromise. 


Washington, May.3.—Despite the state- 
ment of Sir Edward Gray, under secretary 
of foreign affairs, in the house of com- 
mons, yesterday, that the United States 
had not tendered its good offices in the 
settlement of the trouble between Great 
Britain and Nicaragua, it has been posi- 
tively ascertained that the matter was 
brought to a settlement through a sugges- 
tion offered by Ambassador Bayard, under 
instructions from Washington. That sug- 
gestion was that Salvador should guaran- 
tee the payment of the money demanded 
by Great Britain. 

Wednesday morning, Minister Guzman, 
of Nicaragua, called on Acting Secretary 
Uhl at the state department and was 
asked to suggest to his government the 
payment of £15,500 indemnity. It is ex- 
plained that Salvador was solicited in this 
particular because that government is the 
only one of the Central American repub- 
lics represented in London by a minister 
and tnat Medina, representing that gov- 
ernment in London and Paris, could give 
@& guarantee in the name of his country; 
Whereas great delays and considerable in- 
formality might mark the attempt at ac- 
tion in the matter by any of the other 
Central American republics. Minister Guz- 
man immediately cabled the suggestion to 
the minister of foreign affairs at Managua 
and it was by the latter communic:ted to 
Admiral Stephenson, commander of the 
British naval forces at Corinto, who in turn 
telegraphed it to his government. The 
presence at Managua of Mr. Baker, United 
States minister to Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua, was sadly missed by the state de- 
partment and much dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed that he did not hurry to the Nic- 
araugua capital from Port Limon in order 
to facilitate any diplomatic business con- 
nected with the incident that might be 
entrusted to him. 

Just after Minister Guzman had received 
the suggestion concerning Salvador 
Wednesday morning, Acting Secretary Uhl 
cabled Ambassador Bayard, informing him 
of what had been done, and directing him to 
use his good offices to bring about the 
acquiescence of Great Britain. The formal 
conference on the subject was delayed, 
however, until yesterday morning, owing 
to the absence in Paris of Medina. Sal- 
vador, which had promptly acquiesced in 
the suggestion of the United States, cabled 
Medina to proceed to London without de- 
lay and he left Paris Wednesday evening, 
arriving in London yesterday morning. 

The interview with Lord Kimberly fol- 
lowed. Mr. Bayard offered the suggestion 
of this government and Mr. Medina in the 
name of Salvador guaranteed the 
payment of the indemnity. is 
understood that Medina was also 
employed to make the best terms 
possible for Nicaragua with reference to 
the appointment of a commission to 4as- 
Sess damages resulting from the arrest 
and imprisonment of other British sub- 
jects who were expelled from Bluefields 
with Vice Consul Hatch last summer. 

Dr. Guzman believes that the Managua 
government will inform him in the course 
of the day of the nature of Great Britain's 
demands and the extent to which they will 
be complied with by Nicaragua. 

The Official Note. 

The following is the text of the official 
note communicated by the foreign office 
to the United Press: 

“As a result of the Salvadorean minis- 
ter’s communications to Lord Kimberly, 
her majesty’s government has agreed that 
if the Nicaraguan government will address 
a note to the British admiral at Corinto 
accepting the terms laid down in the ulti- 
matum and undertaking, under the guar- 
antee of the republic of Salvador, that 
the indemnity of £15,000 shall be paid in 
London -within a fortnight, the British 
squadron in the meantime shall withdraw 
from Nicaraguan waters.’’ 

Cause of Great Britain's Delay. 

Washington, May 3.—Little significance is 
attached to the official announcement in 
London that the British government has 
not yet given orders to Admiral Stephen- 
son to withdraw from Corinto, and that 
matters remain in statu quo, so far as 
Great Britain is concerned. It is expefed 
they will so remain for a day or two until 
Nicaragua shall have time to perfect ar- 
rangements for the payment of the money. 
This will probably be done through some 
bank in London, through which Nicaragua 
pays interest on its foreign loans negotiated 
with Great Britain in 1886. 

Cable dispatches have been constantly 
passing since last night between the Nica- 
raguan minister in Washington and his 
government in Managua, and no doubt is 
expressed that Nicaragua in due time will 
ratify the agreement entered into on her 
behalf, and at her request, by the Salva- 
dorean minister. The statement published in 
a London newspaper that the United States 
have agreed to guarantee a bond for the 
payment of the indemnity is, of course, 
nonsensical, so far as the United States 
government is concerned. The ° United 
States government, without the action of 
congress, would have no power to do any- 
thing of the kind. Probably the state- 
ment was intended to apply to the Nica- 
ragua Canal Construction Company. 

Will Wait Until Gresham Improves. 


Washington, May 3.—It is said at the 
state department that no attention will be 
given to the difficulties which threaten 
Venezuela through English, German, 
French and Belgian interference, until 
Secretary Gresham is able to again resume 
his official duties, provided, of course, that 
action by any or all of these countries 
does not compel the United States to act 
promptly. The time of Mr. Gresham's re: 
turn to the department is problematical, 
for even though his recovgrey be speedy, 
which is doubtful, it is already contemplat- 
ed to take him from Washington for a long 
rest.

C., May 3.—The hearing in 
the South Carolina registration law cases, 
involving the constitutionality of the regis- 
tration laws, is slowly progressing. This 
morning when the court met at 11 o’clock 
Mr. C. A. Douglass, for complainants, be- 
gan a powerful argument, completely rid- 
dling the laws and _ pointing out endless 
points of unconstitutionality. He also 
argued at great length upon the question 
of the jurisdiction of the court. There are 
to be four more arguments, General Ed- 
ward McCrady, the framer of the 1882 law, 
closing the case on behalf of the state. 

The hearing will hardly be concluded be- 
fore tomorrow or Monday. While public 
interest in the case is at fever heat, it does 
not compare with that manifested in the 
hearing of the dispensary injunction case, 
yet to be called, It is thought that Judge 
Goff will have a number of constables be- 
fore him for contempt upon the calling of 
the case before the heaying is proceeded

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TEN SONS IN THE WAR. 

The Greatest Contribution Any Mother 
Made to the Confederacy. 
Athens, Ga,, May 3.—(Special.)—Chancel- 
lor Boggs furnishes the woman's May Day 
Banner a letter received from Professor 
Charles S. Venable, of the University of 
Virginia—one of the rarest.and at the same 
time most interesting stories of the late 

war. 

Professor Venable was long ago @ pro- 
fessor at the wniversity of Georgia and his 
letter bears a double interest on that ac- 
count. It reads as follows: 

“University of Virginia, April 24, 1895.— 
My Dear Boggs: During the war (I mean 
the confederate war) General Lee received 
a letter from an old lady who lived in the 
county in which Athens is situated, asking 
that one of her sons might come home to 
make a crop for her ana her husband, In 
the letter she named ten sons, giving their 
regiments, I1 kept the letter a long time 
but finally lost it, Under instructions from 
General Lee I wrote that none of her sons 
could be spared from the field. I am very 
anxious to get the names of these old pa- 
triots, now long since dead, The records of 
the soldiefs from the county in which Ath- 
ens is situated would solve the difficulty. 
Please try and get the names for me. With 
best wishes always, yours very sincerely, 

“CHARLES S. VENABLE. 

“Pp. S.—I recall the name of the county— 
Clarke county.” 

The records of Clarke county do not dis- 
close the names of the ten soldiers sent to 
the field by the devoted mother, but as 
Oconee county was cut off from Clarke in 
1872, it is more than likely they went to the 
war from that county. . 

At the time the request of the poor old 
mother went to General Lee the confeder- 
ecy was tottering to its fall. General Lee 
was a sympathetic man, but he regarded 
“duty the sublimest word in the English 
language.” Eight thousand troops were 
stretched across thirty-five miles of breast- 
works and the loss of one man meant a 
breach of twenty-five feet in the line, Hence 
he had to return an answer denying tne re- 
quest.

Thinks There Might Be Some Way To Go 
Ahead with the Bridge. 


TALKS OF GING TO THE COURTS 


Will Hold a Meeting Today To Ses What 
Can Be Done in the Alabama 
Street Bridge Maiter. 


. The Alabama street bridge may be start- 


ed this year, notwithstanding the inability 
of Receiver Comer to grant the consent 
necessary for the bridge to cross the Cen- 
tral. 

If there is any law by which the city 
can push its rights of way over the Central 
track that law will be brought into play 
and work on the bridge will be started this 
year if the case can be pushed through the 
courts. 

The members of the bridge committee are 
all determined to test the matter, and 
there will be a meeting of the committee 
this afternoon for the purpose of deciding 
whether or not legal proceedings can be 
instituted by which work can be commenced 
on the bridge. When the committee con- 
venes Judge Anderson, city attorney, wiil 
be present and will be requested to give the 
lay of the legal land on the question which 
is now under consideration. 

“[ am of the opinion that the city has 
the right to go over the right of way of 
the Central at the end of Alabama street,”’ 
said Mr. W. S. Bell, chairman of the bridge 
committee, ‘‘and for one I am disposed to 
let the courts, rather than Mr. Comer, de- 
cide the matter. I don’t want to make 
a breach with Mr. Comer and the railroad 
company, and I don’t want to raise any 
strife that may cause’ trouble, but I want 
the city of Atlanta to have its rights. I 
think one of the rights of the. city is to 
build that bridge. If, however, the city 
has no right to build it, the courts which 
arbitrate between the people who do not 
think alike, and not Mr. Comer, who has 
a large interest at stake, should settle the 
matter.’’ 

“What steps can you take?’ was asked. 

“That I don’t know. I am not a lawyer, 
but I will try to have a meeting of the 
committee between now and the 
next regular meeting of the gene 
eral council to consider the mat- 
ter. I shall ask the city attorney to 
be present at the meeting, and then we 
will request him to tell us whether or not 
anything can be done to give us the right 
to go ahead with the work on the bridge. 
If he says that we can go on, I, as chairman 
of the committee on, bridges, shall at the 
next meeting of the general council intro- 
duce a resolution authorizing or requesting 
the necessary legal steps.’’ 

“Have you consulted the city attorney 
about the mat*ér yet?’ Mr. Bell was asked. 

“Yes. Judge Anderson, however, was not 
Willing to say that the city could take 
legal steps in the matter, but was inclined 
to think that some proceedings could be 
instituted by which the city could at least 
determine her right to pass over the tracks 
of the railroad. The judge is always care- 
ful, and has taken the matter under ad- 
visement, and will let the committee know 
positively when the committee meets what 
can be done. If he finds any law by which 
the question can be carried into the courts, 
I will, as I have said, introduce a resolution 
in the council at the next meeting au- 
thorizing the steps to be taken.”’ 

“But, didn’t Mr. Comer suggest that a 
new union depot might go in there?’ 

“Yes, that’s true. But if Mr. Comer can’t 
deal with the people of Atlanta now on 
the building of the Alabama street bridge 
because, as he says, he is simply the re- 
ceiver, how is he going to deal with the 
building of a large union depot? It may 
be that he can accomplish the building of 
the depot, and I hope and believe he can. 
When the bridge committee meets I shall 
not’ make the convocation a regular one, 
but have it more on the line of an informal 
meeting. I shall, as I have saia, expect 
the city attorney to be pres®nt, and in an 
informal manner we will discuss the mat- 
ter. None of us want to maKe any war on 
the Central, but, speaking for myself and, 
I think, for the other members of the com- 
mittee, I am of the opinion that Atlanta 
has had the worst end of the deal in this 
matter.’’ 

“Then the bridge will 
Mr. Bell?” was remarked. 

“There’s where you are wrong. I. feel 
assured that that bridge will be built. and 
that we will begin work on it this year. 
When I was placed on that committee us 
chairman, I went in determined to do some 
work on the bridge this year, if it was 
possible. I am not disheartened yet by 
any means, and expect te see the work 
start yet. Still, I am not sure that I wil! 
succeed. Anyhow, I am going to keep on 
trying.’’

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Throwing Out Feelers. 

The administration continues to throw 
out its feelers in various directions. See- 
retary, Morton declared boldly in favor 
of:the single gold standard a few days 
ago, Secretary Smith made a cautiously 
tentative declaration to the same effect 
quite recently, and now comes Comp- 
troller Eckels, the infant prodigy from 
the west, and, in the flamboyant style 
of a sixth-grade schoolboy, settles the 
whole money question out of hand. He 
settles the money question not only as 
it affects the people, but as it affects 
political parties. 

Being a very impressionable young 
man and a very ignorant one, so far 
as financial principles are concerned, it 
is natural that Eckels should allow his 
mind to become inflamed when he con- 
templates the exasperating spectacle of 
the people of the country preparing to 
repeal the vicious legislation by which 
they have been robbed during the past 
twenty years. He breaks forth into an 
oration, and declares that parties are not 
Worth considering in the face of this at- 
tempt on the part of the people to place 
their currency system where it was 
when silver was demonetized in 1873. 

The excited comptroller of the eur- 
rency declares that no political organi- 
zation ought to be allowed to interfere 
with the present beautiful condition of 
affairs, and he, for one, will tolerate no 
party that desires to deprive the shy- 
locks and money lenders of the gold 
dollar that will buy three times as much 
of the people’s products that it bought 
in 1873. 

We infer from this that Eckels and 
others of his kidney will retire from the 
democratic party when it nominates a 
free coinage man on a free coinage plat- 
form. The threat is not likely to breed 
consternation anywhere in this country. 
Nobody ever fleard the old democratic 
watchdog, Towser, howl with pain when 
a flea leaves him. 

The plea of Eckels amounfs to this, 
that a man or a set of men who organize 
a& swindle successfully have thereby 
earned the right to carry on their rob- 
bery indefinitely. The legislative fraud 
of 1873, carried into effect by corrupt 
methods and in the dark, has, accord- 
ing to the topheavy logic of Eckels, must 
be submitted to indefinitely. The peo- 
ple must let the usurers tell them what 
“honest” money is, and abide by the 
definition. Shylock has taken two pounds 
of flesh where the bond calls for only 
one pound for so long a period that it 
would be horribly unjust to him to 
change the law, now, and compel him to 
be just. | 

It is worthy of note thaf while the ad- 
ministration is scattering its members 
abroad over the country and making an 
active campaign in behalf of what Shy- 
lock calls “honest” money, we never 
hear a word in behalf of the people. 
Since 1873 the bonded debt of the gov- 
ernment, of the states, and of the vari- 
ous municipalities, has doubled in 
value. The debts of individuals, con- 
tracted as late as 1890, have nearly 
doubled in value. Why should the in- 
terest of Shylock be dearer to the ad- 
ministration and its attaches than the 
interests of the people? Compared with 
the dollar that is now robbing the peo- 
ple, the dollar of 1873 was worth less 
than 50 cents. Did the people feel that 
they had “cheap” money—thbat they were 
doing business with a “dishonest” dol- 
lar? Were wages depreciated? Were 
people in a state of confusion? Not at 
all. There was no trouble and no con- 
fusion until the demonetization act took 
effect, and the moment that values be- 
- gan to shrink a panic was precipitated. 

It is useless for such a man as FEckels 
to attempt to deceive sensible people in 
this matter. The contest is between 
Shylock and the people. Shylock has 
had his pound of flesh a million times 
over since 1873. It is now time for the 
people to demand justice for themselves. 
By frand, trickery and corruption the 
shylock class has succeeded in robbing 
the people and enriching themselves. 
The people have never felt the effects 
of the process more sensibly than dur- 
ing the past two years. It is natural 
that they should feel that“the time has 
come to repeal the legislation that has 
been the fruitful source of all their 
financial woes. 

It is, perhaps, natural that Eckels. 
who knows no more of the money ques- 
tion than the man in the moon, should

His cool, clear head and far-seeing judg- 
ment enabled Tim to reduce the man- 
agement of railroads to a system, and 
the business men of the country prompt- 
ly recognized his exceptional abilities as 
a railroad manager. His long and sue- 
cessful administration of the state road 
has always been pointed out as a re- 
markable instance of his ability in or- 
ganizing, methodizing and managing 
business, finances and men. He made 
the road pay when other managers 
failed. @oubtless much of his success 
was due to his knowledge of human na- 
ture and his personal magnetism. He 
selected men who could be trusted, and 
they so qnthusiastically admired their 
chief that every man made it a point of 
honor to put in his best work. Clerks, 
conductors, eugineers and = trainhands 
loved him just as soldiers love their 
favorite general, and every man of them 
would have died for him if the neces- 
sity had arisen. 

Naturally, when Georgia's railroad 
commission Was organized, Major Camp- 
bell Wallace was placed at its head, 
and for many years, until his declining 
health caused him to tender his resigna- 
tion, he was an influential figure in that 
notable body. He thoroughly under- 
stood the rights and conditions of the 
railroad corporations and the people, 
and. his admirable sense of justice 
enabled him to stand between them and 
satisfactorily adjust their conflicting de- 
mands. It was a tremendous task, but 
he accomplished it, and left behind him 
an ideal reeord. 

Major. Wallace might have dis- 
tinguished himself in publie life, but he 
had no taste for practical polities, and 
preferred a business career. He was 
one of the brainiest of men, even after 
he had passed the age of four score, but 
he enjoyed the pleasures of social inter- 
course, and in his hours of leisure he 
was always surrounded by his family 
and friends, by whom he was almost 
idolized. This great man was cast in 
the noblest of molds. He had the in- 
tegrity and firmness of an old Roman 
and the habit ef command. which be- 
longs toa general, and yet his great and 
tender heart unmistakably 
through his kindly eyes that old and 
young were alike drawn to him by an 
irresistible attraction. 

There are few such men—few whose 
qualities of: head and heart leave such a 
lasting impress upon the world—few so 
wise and brave, and tender and true. 
Campbell Wallace will leave behind him 
a shining name and a fragrant memory, 
and his golden words and = deeds will 
live in the hearts of those who are to 
come after him.

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Mr. Eckels Draws a Comparison, 

In his recent Chamber of Commerce 
banquet speech in Detroit, Mr. Eckels, 
the comptroller of the currency, drew 
what he will find to be a misplaced 
comparison, so far as his cause is con- 
cerned. : “" 

Mr. Eckels was heaping abuse and 
ridicule upon the advocates of free sil- 
ver, when it suddenly occurred to him 
that it would help his side of the case 
to incidentally throw out the intimation 
that his opponents found their counter- 
part in the French revolutionists of the 
close of the last century. 

Right here the speaker made a fatal 
blunder. He drew the very parallel 
Which he should have avoided—the very 
parallel which most strikingly and fa- 
vorably illustrates the objects and aims 
of the silver men. The Freneh revolu- 
tion of a century ago was the uprising 
of the masses against a privileged few 
—against the monopolistic aristocracy 
Which held the property and wealth of 
the country under absolute and arbi- 
trary control, making it impossible for 
the real producers and toilers of the 
land to reap the just rewards of their 
enterprise and labor, and exacting un- 
holy tribute from the masses to sustain 
the vices and extravagances of royalty. 

Very similar conditions prevail in this 
country today. We have no king and 
no hereditary aristocracy, but we have 
a goldbug aristocracy—a_ circle of 
monopolists who dominate the property, 
currency, commerce and industry of the 
republic, and their oppressive greed will, 
if unchecked, make our producers and 
wage earners practically their serfs. 

Here, as in France, the people have 
been driven by necessity into a revolt 
against the financial system which has 
brought upon them so much poveriy 
and misery. 

In a general way it will be seen that 
the present uprising of our people re- 
sembles the great movement of 1792 in 
I'ranee. It is the spontaneous effort of 
the masses to throw off the burdens and 
shackles, unjustly and tyrannically im- 
posed upon them in the interests of a 
protected class who want the earth and 
everything else in sight, and who profit 
in the poverty of the people. 

But the parallel or comparison must 
stop here. The details’ of the two move- 
ments are very dissimilar. The excita- 
ble French thought that the surest and 
quickest way to get rid of their royal 
oppressors was to shoot them or cut off 


| their heads, and in their inflamed state 
ba mind they committed some very cruel | 
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outrages, but democratic government 
was established. 

We Americans, in these enlightened 
days, prefer peaceful methods, knowing 
that they are cheaper, more satisfactory 
and more in accord with the spirit of our 
Christian civilization than a resort to 
Violence would be. In 
against oppression our people feel con- 
fident that free discussion and a free 
ballot are all that they need to win the 
Vietory, 

Mr. Ickels seems to bave forgotten 
that, despite its horrible and unneces- 
sary excesses, the Freneh revolution is 
how conceded by all students of history 
to have accomplished more for the cause 
of justice, liberty and the progress of 
mankind than any other movement in 
modern times, If this is the calm and 
deliberate judgment of the best, wisest 
and most conservative thinkers, how 
much more glorious must be the final 
result of the peaceful uprising of the 
American people against the = shylock 
monopolists who are trying to drive 
them into serfdom! 

With free thought, free speech and 
free ballots, the masses of this favored 
country have it in their power to re- 
deem, regenerate and disenthrall them- 
selves without any of the violent shocks 
Which have accompanied other revolu- 
tions. A shower of ballots will acecom- 
plish in this age greater and better re- 
sults than followed a shower of bullets 
in la belle France four generations ago. 

Give us another parallel, Mr. Eckels!

Our correspondent landed in Japan on 
the 14th ultimo. His first communica- 
tion was sent on the 20th by mail to 
Vancouver and telegraphed from that 
point. In the course of a few days his 
regular letters will begin to arrive and 
for several months to come our readers 
will have spread before them the record 
of China’s transformation from day to 
day, as developments occur.

Moses P. Handy, in his weekly letter to 
The New York Mail and Express, tells an 
interesting story of the late George W. 
Childs. He says that the late editor once 
made his city editor join all the secret and 
beneficial societies in Philadelphia and 
send his bills to him. It is presumed that 
the city editor was a single man. The 
major has gone west to join the editorial 
staff of The Chicago Times-Herald. He is 
a capital fellow and has had a general and 
varied experience of newspaper life. In 
the late civil war he earned his military 
title, and a few years after the disturbance 
was over Re came to New York to join 
the staff of The Tribune.

EX-SPEAKER CRISP’S INTERVIE W 


A Washington special to The Richmond 
Dispatch says: Before leaving for Michi- 
gan, where he is to deliver an address to 
the students of the State university, Sena- 
tor Daniel, in a brief conversation, express- 
ed gratification over the fact that ex-Speak- 
er Crisp had come out boldly in a lengthy 
interview in favor of the free coinage of 
Silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. The ex-speaker 
is one of the delegates with Senator Daniel 
designated to attend the international mon- 
etary conference that has been talked of 
as likely to be held some time in the future. 

Senator Daniel is one of the most pro- 
nounced advocates of the free coinage of 
silver in public life, and has never wavered 
in the -least. He has steadily opposed 
every bill and resolution in congress that 
directly or indirectly aimed a blow at the 
white metal, and has repeatedly delivered 
carefully prepared speeches urging a re- 
turn to the old system under which silver 
was fully recognized by the government as 
a money metal. 

He also said yesterday that it was a sat- 
isfaction to learn through the papers that 
in all probability the coming convention in 
Illinois would be dominated absolutely by 
the free silver wing of the democratic jar- 
ty. He took for granted the news was 
true, and he had no other means of ascer- 
taining the situation than through the me- 
dium of the press, but the reports indicated 
that the opposition admitted in advance 
they would be unable to stem the tide. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Nevertheless 
part of the ex-speaker’s suggestion will 
cause surprise. The desire to put up a 
western man is natural, but the reason for 
the stipulation that he shall have a tuili- 
tary record is not so clear. The democra- 
cy’s luck with military candidates—McClei- 
lan in 1864 and Hancock in 18&80-—-was hard- 
ly the sort, the average republican would 
suppose, which would make it anxious to 
tempt fate with another of them. More- 
over, is it wise or consistent in a democrat 
to recommend the nomination of a military 
man? The candidacy of any man whose 
military record would attract votes would 
necessarily, in some degree at least, revive 
war passions and prejudices, and these 
are the very things which sensible demo- 
crats profess to deplore, and which their 
party, for its own welfare, certainly should 
oppose. 


New York Advertiser: Speaker Crisp was 
known to be in favor of free silver when 
the question was up in the congress before 
the last, but it was thought Mr. Cleveland 
had talked him out of it. That was a mis- 
tuke. Mr. Crisp is an out-and-outer for free 
silver with no other condition than the 
16 to 1 ratio, and as he never goes contrary 
to the sentiment of the democratic party 
in Georgia, it is easy to guess that the 
south will be virtually solid for free silver 
in the next national convention. It looks 
more and more as though the democrats 
are in danger of having two presidential 
candidates—Cleveland and a western inan— 
the regular convention being captured by 
the silver democrats. 


Richmond Dispatch: Mr. Crisp’s charge 
that the president is not in accord with 
his party on the silver question, and that 
he (the ex-speaker) intends to adhere to 
the silver cause, must have the effect of 
strengthening the silverites.

ALDERMAN HOWELL GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Says the Bond Issue Will Make the Re- 
duction Practicable—-What He 
Says Favoring It. 


Can Atlanta’s rate of taxation be re- 
duced? 

Many is the time this question has been 
raised within the last ten years, and yet 
the rate still remains the same. 

It is a question that comes up every row 
and then, and when it does come up it ai- 
ways find advocates and opponents who go 


into the fight for blood, the one tor the ree - 


duction and the other opposing it. 

Hon. John B. Goodwin announced when 
he made the race for mayor that he was of 
the opinion that the rate of taxation should 
be reduced from 1% per cent to 14% per cent, 
but after his election and qualification when 
the measure came up it was found impos- 
sible to make the reduction, so elose to 
the receipts of the rate of 1144 were the ex- 
penditures. 

fon. George Hillyer, who madethe race 
for mayor previous to the election of Mr. 
Goodwin, sounded the reduction of taxation 
scheme, but after his election it was found 
that the city could not reduce the rate and 
live long. 

Atlanta now has a chance to reduce the 
rate, and it is the first time the project has 
been at all feasible since it was iirst n.en- 
tioned before the public. 

The expenditures of the city are vusual- 
ly pitched before the money comes in or is 
spent, and the pitch is made on the rate of 
lig, as the amount generally carried over 
from the preceding year requires it in ore 
der to save the city from debts that can- 
not be incurred on account of the charter. 
Next year the city will have to pay for the 
completion of the Boy’s High school build- 
ing, the laying of water mains, the com- 
pletion of the trunk sewers to the limits 
of the city and the erection of the crema- 
tories, and that money will have to come 
out of the income ofthe city for 
the year. It will be a big bill and will, 
even with the greatest economy exercised, 
put the city to the hard pan to pay it. 

But if the city of Atlanta should vote 
the $150,000 of bonds which the general 
council has authorized, all of the improve- 
ments conteniplated could be carried out, 
the strain upon the city treasury would be 
lightened and the taxation rate could be 
reduced. That it can be, there is little 
doubt among those who have studied and 
analyzed the plan Mr. Howell, alder- 


man from the sixth ward, has conceived, 


and promulgated for the consideration of 
those who are interested in the good of 
the city’s financial condition. It was Mr. 
Howell who suggested at a meeting of the 
finance committee some months ago, be- 
fore the matter of the bonds had been 
brought before the council, that the issu- 
ing of the bonds would enable the city to 
reduce the rate of taxation. In presenting 
the matter he asserted most positively that 
the improvements, or at least some of 
them, would have to be accomplished and 
that the money to pay for them would have 
to come out of the receipts of next year, 
even if other departments were required to 
suffer. 

“But.” said he, “if you vote these bonds 
you wil) relieve the city of all that for thir- 
ty years, and not only aid the treasury by 
not calling for that amount of money, but 
will put money in the treasury for im- 
provements this bond money will bring.”’ 

There was more or less incredulity shown 
when Mr. Howell made the statement, but 
it evidently put the members to thinking, 
and out of study usually comes something 
good. It was not long after that conference 
that Mr. Inman and Mr. Howell talked ,the 
matter over and the result of.that confer- 
ence was the espousal of a bond issue of 
£100,000 by the city, $60,000 to be used by the 
water board for water mains and $40,000 for 
the completion, of the Boys’ High school, 
The matter came up in the general council 
and there Mr. Mayson asked for an addi- 
tional $25,000 for the crematories. ‘Then 
another $25,000 was added for sewers and 
the issue of $150,000 was ordered by the 
council, Not long after the issue was oOr- 
dered it was discovered that there was cuite 
an opposition to the bonds, and among 
those who opposed the issue was Judge 
Hillyer, president of the water board, The 
judge’s opposition was looked upon as 
rather funny as he has made the water- 
works one of his prides since he left the 
chair of the chief executive, and has al- 
ways been pushing the council for more 
money for the water maims, He cpposed 
the issue on more grounds than one, cne 
of the grounds, however, being the desire 
he had to see the rate of taxation reduced, 

It seems, now, however, that the judge 
has changed a litt!e and will not fight the 
bonds as hard as he has been doing. 

Last night there was a meeting of quite 
a number of city officials to look into the 
matter, There were at the meeting repre- 
sentatives from the water board, from the 
sanitary department, the sewer department 
and the school board. Mayor King was 
there, too, and during the conference the 
entire matter was gone over. Mr. llowell’s 
proposition was that the voting of the bunds 
would give more than a possibility «f a re- 
duction of the rate of taxation for the year 
to come—anyhow year after next. it was 
a question they turned over and discussed, 
and it is said that more than one came 
away of the opinion that there was lots of 
food for thought in the olan, and that a 
further war on the bonds should cease un- 
tik the question could be mathematically 
solved. Mr. Howell was not at the meeting, 
but has been informed of what toox place 
and is more than pleased with the result. 

“T have long given the question of reduc- 
tion of taxation a study,” said Mr, liowell 
last night, after the work of the meeting 
had been brought to his attention, “kut 
have never taken any part in the talk, 
for I never could see any chance for se- 
curing the reduction. As is well known the 
city is more liable to spend more than she 
receives, rather than *g9 zave. Now, wien 
this bond question came along i began see- 
ing, as I thought, a chance to work cut the 
reduction, Get the reduction started and we 
will always keep it up, for the expenditures 
will all be based on a 1% rate, and not the 
rate we now have, We will then have to 
live in that rate, and there will be no chance 
to get over it, Then, while we are saving 
the city treasury the amount that rust be 
expended for this work that must be dune 
next year, we will be puttine « u*selves in 
a position to increase our receipts. For in- 
stance, we will save the city *.cxt vear (to 
the sanitary department, $10,000 by building 
those crematories, If we don’t build them 
it will cost us $10,000 to haul the garbece, 
whereas if we do build them we will save 
that $10,000. Saving money is making mcn- 
cy. Then we will save $2,500 on the vent of 
the Boys’ High school—another case of 
making money. Then, by building the wa- 
ter mains we will gct into he sity ireas- 
uryv $5,000 the first year, with «en -nnual in- 
crease, Besides that, the building of those 
trunk sewers will save Atlanta many thou- 
sand dollars in the way of law suits. With- 
out going into the-details of the ¢™vesrtion 
lanta will see that this is the only way to 
lower the taxation rate, ‘anat it ¢'n 
lowered this way there is not the shadow 
of a doubt that cannot be dispelled in an 
hour’s study. Then, I take it that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta have a chance now twice 
to benefit themselves at the same time, 
Vote for the bonds and that will put to 
work many men who are row idle. It will 
make Atlanta the best watered city in the 
south. It will give Atlanta the best Boys 
High school building in the south, It will 
make Atlanta the Nest sewered town in 
the south, and it will put Atlanta’s rate of 
taxation lower than any town of its size in

At Bis Home---Death Came Without a 
Struggle or a Pang. 


BIS CHILDREN AT HIS BEDSIDE 


He Will Be Quietly Laid To Rest in 
Oakland Cemetery. 


STORY OF HIS SPLENDID LIFE 


His Was One of the Noblest and Most 
Impressive Figures in Georgia—His 
Jiappipess Was in Helping Others. 


As gently and peacefully as he had lived 
for eighty-nine 3 Major Campbell 
Wallace dicd at 11:06 o'clock last nigat. 

He died at the residesce of his son-in-law, 
Mr. Charlies J. Martin, 13 Capitol place, 
within the shadow ot Georgia’s capitol 
building. 

For two days it had been known that 
death was near, and that it was but a ques- 
tion of a day of iwo Lefore the end sheuld 
come. 

Yesterday afternoon it became apparent 
that it was but a matter of a few hours, 
anég his children, who had been summoned 
to his bedside, waited in sorrow for the 
final breath. They waited with the calm 
resignation of those who Know they must 
submit to the inevitable for the cnd to 
come. 

They watched by his bedside with tender 
Care and anxious dread. He was uncon- 
scious all day, being under the influence 
of opiates, but late last night a rapid de- 
cline in his condition was perceptible. 

Dr. J. B. Baird, Major Wallace’s physi- 
cian and friend, was present, and was quick 
to see that dissolution was at hand. 

When death came at 11:06 o'clock it was 
not as if the patient sufferer had died at 
all. It was more like a child falling asieep. 

Death came without a struggle or a pang. 
Hardly a line of the noble face changed in 
death and so easy and gradual was his 
passing away that those who stood beside 
him could scarcely realize that he was 
dead. 

Major Wallace’s death was the result of 
no illness. It was the ending of a lite tnat 
had been spent, the fading of a vital spark. 
Eighty-nine busy, useful, honorable ycars 
had passed over his head, and nature's law 
demanded recognition. 

His life had been a busy one. Up to four 
years before his death it had been pressed 
full of duties—duties to his family, to his 
State, to his friends and to society. Ile led 
a long and useful public career, made his 
home happy, gave help to the needy, hap- 
piness to his friends, built up a large pcre 
sonal fortune and became known of all men 
as the possessor of a noble, gentle, lovable 
character. 

He did not Jeave the activities of life un- 
til long after he had lived out man’s el- 
lotted share of time. Nearty five vears ago 
he resigned from the railroad commission 
to spend the remainder of his days in quiet 
retirement. | 

Those last days, spent with his cnildren 
and grandchildren, formed a fitting close 
to his noble life. His daily life was char- 
acterized by great gentleness, beautiful 
simplicity and tender love. 

He was varely seen in public, 
were spent in the shadow of his daughter’s 
and then he would go on 
a drive through the city, On such occasions 
he was always warmly grected by those 
who honored and loved him. Only a few 
days ago he drove through the city, enjoy- 
ing the bright spring sunshine, 

The news of.his death will be 
with ccep sorrow all over the south. 

No in Georgia was better, no life 
Was cver more beautifui or benclicent, He 
Ws always gentie and sympathetic. Pos- 
sessing tremendous force of intellect wad 
firm, unyielding will, he was as tender and 
as lovable as a woman in disposition. 

He was @ loyal friend. He was a great 
patriot, He loved his fellow man. He lov- 
ed to make others happy, He was ‘nodest 
aud unassuming. It was not for himself 
that he labored, but for those he iovei. 

The lessons of his litre are full of beauty 
and incpiration. 

It was said of him last night by one aho 
had known him for years: “He was the 
friend of young men. It was his special de- 
lirht to help a cCeservinz and ambitious 
young mar. lic helped many with a gener- 
o1us hand, andl there are not a few vrccess- 
ful men in the state who owe their success 
to his aid. His life has heen an inspiration 
to thousands of voungzg men.” 

His was a noble and completed character. 
His taking away removes the grandest and 
mose imprecsive figure in Georgia,

HIS LAST DAYS, 


Death Not the Result of Illness but of 
Time’s Gradual Decay. 

It was almost the hour of midnight when 
the soul of the grand old man took flight 
and the loved watchers at his side looked 
upon his face cold in death.

His step still firm in ola age 
grew .feebler and began to totter, but he 
still preserved what was to him the phi- 
losophy of life—a cheerful Spirit and happy, 
buoyant nature under all circumstances, 
no matter how trying. 

His Love eof Nature. 

When his condition became such that 
it was imprudent and impossible to take 
his accustomed walks down the long ave- 
nues of elms about the shaded streets 
where he passed the last years of his life, 
he asked to be driven out in the parks 
Where he came face to face with nature. 
There was the love of the beautiful in his 
character that caused him to make a study 
of the woods and trees. 

Frequently he was driven to Grant 
park where he would ask that the buggy 
be stopped that he might feast his eyes, 
then dimmed with the coming of death, 
on the green Shrubbery and watch the bud- 
ding: of nature as the spring came on. 

“I love,” he said to Dr. J. B. Baird. his 
family physcian who often accompanied 
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stitution representative last night after the 
rews of the death of Mujor Wallace had 
been made known to him, “I was always 


' confronted by never-ceasing evidences of 


his wonderful force and strength as 4 
business man. He certainly was a DoWwere- 
ful man to have at the head of a bank 
and he knew the business so well by natu- 
ral tuiticn, it seemed, that he. never was 
known to make a blunder and everything 
was always jogging along smoothly while 
he was there. 

“He was a great disciplinarian and had 
the men in the bank under wonderful sys- 
tems of organization. He knew what a 
man was good for by the simple sight of 
him and he would put that man to doing 
what he was cut out to do. In this way 
he always got the very best results out of 
the force of clerks employed {fn the bank. 

“He never swerved in his duty to. his 
business. That was one thing Major Wal- 
lace would never give his consent to do. 
He stuck to his business just as closely 
as the Indian’s faithful dog clings to his 
master. He was always at his post of duty 
and ready to render the most efficient and 
judicious advice, He was for a long time 
associated with many business interests, 
but he was always prompt to do his full 
duty to each and every one of them. 

A Kind-Hearted Man. 

“There was never a more generous-heart- 
ed man in the word than wag Major Camp- 
bell Wallace. 

“I have seen him sitting there in the 
bank many a time when the cares and wor- 
ries of this work-a-day world of ours were 
burdening him down to almost intolerable 
frets and humors smile with the sunshine 
of a generous-hearted lord as he dealt out 
a charitable gift to some poor outcast from 
the streets who had come in and asked 
for help of the bank president. He never 
would turn away any man in need if it 
was possible for him to give him help. He 
was as charitable as the summer uay 1s 
bright and happy, and he had a smile for 
the down-fallen always, seeming glad if 
he could even by a glance make the poor

That night he grew suddenly feebler and 
the next morning was forced to keep his 
bed, 

After that time he never left his room. 
His conversation after Sunday afternoon 
was directed mainly to his condition, He 
realized that it was the beginning of the 
end, but still his cheerful spirit and Chris- 
tian fortitude kept him up, 

Early last night it was seen that he 
was growing weaker rapidly and his breath- 
ing told that the end was not far off. But 
it was not death with him. Like a little 
child farting off into a dreamless sleep he 
closed his eyes an@ was no more. 

There were abom, him when he died his 
immediate family. 

It was just six minutes afier 11 o’clock

INCIDENTS OF HIS LIFE RECALLED. 


How His Life Is Reviewed by a Friend 
and Associate in Business. 

Captain James R. Wylie recalls many in- 
cidents in the life of Georgia’s distinguish- 
ec dead which form an interesting chapter 
in the sketch of his life that is suggested 
by his death. 

When Captain Wylie was told of the death 
of his old friend last night he was deeply 
grieved. 

These two men were for a long time as- 
scciated very closely in business and were 
intimately acquainted. 

It was away back in the sixties that the 
old State National bank was organized in 
this city. This old bank has now passed 
out of existence and is now known as the 
Merchants’ Bank of Atlanta. When the 
bank was first organized and opened a 
business in the city many years ago under 
the name of the State National bank, Ma- 
jor Campbell Wallace and Captain Wpylie 
became associated as leading promoters of 
the enterprise. Major Wallace was elected 
president of the bank and Captain Wylie 
was a director who was active in the work 
of conducting the business of the bank. 

In this way they became very intimately 
acquainted, not algne in a business capac- 
ity, but also in a personal and _ social 
sense. 

“When I was thrown with the man every 


Major Wallace would 
rie — 


souls feel that life is after all well worth 
the living. 

“His was a_ tender, gentle nature and 
the men who knew him well and enjoyed 
his friendship will all say that he was the 
truest of souls to the spirit of friendship. 
It seemed to almost amount to a religious 

aith with him to be faithful to the im- 
pulse of friendship. True and loval ‘9 his 
friends, he never lost one. Whenever he 
made one that friend was his until ceath 
seperated them on this earth. He was a 
man Of profoundest integrity and greatest 
Strength of character. 

His Mental Force Was Great. 

“Tf there is one thing for which Major 
Wallace will be remembered more than for 
any other one thing, perhaps. it 1s the 
strength of will and mental power that 
characterized his life. 

“Whenever he made up his mind to do 
anything he would do it in spite of all 
adversities if it were possible under the 
conspiracy of the fates for human soul to 
do it, 

“T recall many little incidents of this sort 
in his life. He could do or stop doing any- 
thing that he wanted to, and whenever he 
said he was going to do any possible thing 
he would accomplish the task true to his 
word and do it without the least hesitancy 
or delay. 

“It is a little thing, but I recall a certain 
happening in the bank one day which serves 
in a great measure to show what strength 
of will he possessed. 

“He had been addicted to chewing to- 
bacco all his life, He learned the habit in 
his youthful days and it had clung to him 
and became deeprooted in his physical 
constitution, But one day while he was 
sitting in the bank he all of a sudden made 
up his mind to stop the habit and to do it 
short off and without any mincing of mat- 
ters. 

“He simply turned to me and said: ‘This 
is the last chew of tobacco I am going to 
take.’ 

“Of course, I didn’t think he meant it 
seriously, but I soon found it out. But-to 
make it more stubborn still, he kept a

pull out my tobacco after he had quit and 
take a chew I always noticed that he would 
take out his nice piece of costly weed and 
smell it and deliberately put it back in his 
pocket again. 

“Now, anybody who has once acquired the 
habit of chewing tobacco knows how hard 
it is to quit it when a man has grown 80 
old as was Major Campbell Wallace at the 
time. It is hard enough to quit at all, and 
when a man puts the nicest piece he can 
find anywhere in the country in his pocket 
and quits while carrying it there—that is 
something next to the impossible with the 
common run of us Weak mortals here on 
earth.

“Major Wallace typifies all tne noblest 
qualities of heart and head. He is great be- 
cause he is good. A 2olossal tigure among 
men, he towers above them. An intatlectu- 
al and moral promontory, with sweet sim- 
plicity, he goes the even tenor uf his v.ay, 
shedding brightness and joy in his path 
and making happy all about nim.” 

In those few lines is summed up ‘he life 
of a noble man. There are ‘ndicated acnieve- 
ments without the specifying of them, ¢nd 
the loved character of a great end ccn- 
fidence-inspiring man is truthfully told of 
by one who knew him, and knowing him 
was his frier.d. 

Major Wallace lived the life of a man pure 
in thought-and noble in achievement, end 
reaped the beneficent reward cf longevity, 
He lived to see around him six children, 
eighteen grandchildren and sixte2n great 
grandchildren. All these have cast their 
lot to live near him and where a visit to 
him was only the matter, at the longest, 
of a few hours, 

In his younger and more vigorous years, 
and when in the midst of-a glorious ca- 
reer of public good, Major \Wallace always 
found time for a home life. He was a man 
in this respect of the finest craits of char- 
acter, His all was centered in nis home, 
and he bestowed the best of u!l chere, He 
Was never happier than when surrounded 
by his children and grandchildren, 

It is frequently said of men that they had 
favorites among children or grandct.:ldren 
or great grandchildren, His heart was 
large enotigh for all of his children, for he 
s0 called them. If he perhaps did love cne 
child more than another, drawn ‘to it by 
some physical weakness or touch -f ill- 
healt, it developed itself only in a mom.n- 
tary sympathy with the ill, No member cf 
his family can today say that he ever srow- 
ed the slightest partiality toward one child 
in preference to another, 

Descended from a hardy snd 
pendent race, at the age of eighty *¢ 
far more active than men twenty-five ycars 
his junior usually are. He was a man cf 
the finest executive ability, an abdility which 
made him the most successful cf organiz- 
ers. This was shown in his work with the 
railroads of which he was president cr 
manager. He was a man, too, of great 
fiduciary ability, He grasped the mcst in- 
tricate financial questions with wonderful

comprehensiveness, and in matters that re- 
quired instant movement was never at a 
loss as to how to proceed and bow far. He 
was gifted with sound judgment and strong 
common sense, He wus conscientious and 
courageous and never knew what it meant 
to desert a position which he had cnce as- 
sumed was right. 

Though dentified with Georgia interests 
and responsible for the success of many 
Georgia enterprises. Major Wallace was 
not a native Georgian. He was- born in 
Tennessee, in Sevier county, on the 7th 
day of December, 1806. His father was 
Jesse Wallace, a man of rugged, honest 
character and an influential citizen of 
Tennessee. Jesse Wallace was the son of 
William Wallace, a sturdy soldier of the 
revolution and one of the first magistrates 
of East Tennessee. On. his father’s side 
his ancestors were all Scotch Presbyterians 
and belonged to the famous Waxhaw set- 
tlement in North Carolina. 

With the blood of this heroic strain in 
his veins and with a natural spirit of 
progress and development in him, young

ment. He removed troops from one point 
to another, and despite the danger involved 
made a transfer of Bragg's retreating 
troops from Knoxville to Bridgeport, Ala. 
The number of men transferred was over 
60,000, and it was done under the most 
trying circumstances, It was at this time 
that Major Wallace refused a brigadier’s 
commission because he felt that he could 
be of much more use to the confederacy 
as a railroad manager. 

The war over, Major Wallace, despite the 
valuable service rendered by him to the 
confederacy, was one of the first pardoned. 
He was pardoned by President Andrew 
Johnson, who was his warm personal 
friend and neighbor for many years. 

His Coming to Atlanta. 

Just after the war Major Wallace decided 
to make Bartow county his home, and was 
on his way there to purchase a farm where 
he intended to take up his residence. He 
stopped in Atlanta for a few months, and 
it was while here that Governor Jenkins, 
who knew his ability as an organizer, ten- 
dered him the superintendency of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad. 

This. was in 1866. Major Wallace was 
feeling the effects of the war strain, and 
hesitated before accepting Governor Jcn- 
kins’s offer. He decided io take charge, 
and did rare work in restoring the road. 
He devoted himself with all his skill and 
talents as an executive officer to the work 
of rebuilding the’ road, and it was soon 
one of the best equipped in the south, 

His Resignation and Correspondence. 

During the regimes of Ruger and Meade 
he was superintendent, but when Meade 
removed Governor Jenkins, Major Wallace 
resigned. 

Genera? Meade remonstrated against the 
resignation of Major Wallace, and suggested 
that he deliberate over the matter a few 
days. Governor Jenkins, also, wrote an 
earnest letter to Major Wallace. The fol- 
lowing is an extract: 

“I think it decidedly better for the state 
that you retain your position, Take care 
of the property, make the usual repairs, 
preserve unimpaired the value of the prop- 
erty you have materially increased. This 
is my judgment. There will probably be 
those who act and think from _ passion 
alone, and who will probably reproach 
you, but you will not be influenced by such 
censures. So far as my influence will go 
I will stand by you and you are welcome 
to use this letter as you please.” 

In a letter addressed to Governor Bullock 
General Meade says: 

“IT take great pleasure in saying that in 
the discharge of the difficult and embar- 
rassing duties incident to the execution of 
the reconstruction laws I have received no 
heartier or more Zealous support from any 
man in the state than I have from Major 
Wallace. Indeed, when the.funds in the 
treasury were removed and the treasury 
left without a dollar, and the convention 
was clamorous for money, it was mainly, 
in fact, almost entirely due to the prompt, 
ready and cheerful support derived from 
Major Wallace that Governor Ruger and 
myself were enabled to overcome this for- 
midable obstacle to reconstruction. It is 
proper’ I should add, this application is 
made without solicitation of Major Wal- 
lace or his friends, and is not based on 
any party or political consideration, but is 
based solely on a sense of justice to a mer- 
itorious officer, and intimate personal 
knowledge of the value of his services to 
the state, and in the hope that if any cred- 
it be given to myself for any service I may 
have rendered in my civil capacity, or any 
consideration attached to my judgment in 
such matters, the whole weight of 
this may be thrown in favor of Major Wal- 
lace, whose retention by you will be con- 
sidered by me a great persdnal favor.” 

Organized the Merchants’ Bank. 

After his resignation from the superin- 
tendency of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road Major Wallace built the railway from 
Decatur to Montgomery, 

Returning to Atlanta he organized the 
Merchants’ bank, which has since been a 
factor in the history of the city’s finances 
and financial success. It was in 1879 that 
he became a railroad commissiqmier, — 

On the 15th of October a board ol railroad 
commissioners was appointed by the govern- 
or of Georgia and the very first man he 
chose to assist him in carrying our me 
great work was Major Campbell W ailace, 
who had been for years known as the Nes- 
tor of railroads in the south. The work ac- 
complished by the commission was of in- 
estimable value to the people of Georgia. 
He was reappointed in 1888, and after elc ven 
years of service resigned in 1890, with ave 
years still to serve. At the age of cighbty- 
four this resignation occurred. When he re- 
tired he had filled a complicated and try ng 
position for years and discharged fis du- 
ties so justly that the people and che rail- 
roads cheerfully acquiesced in his judgment 
as right and proper. 

He established the commission, be it said 
to his everlasting credit, on a broad and 
enduring basis, and it is held up as a model 
throughout the country, 

Upon his resignation he wrote the follow- 
ing letter to Governor Gordon: 

“Atlanta, January 22, 1890.—His Excellency 
Governor John B. Gordon, Governor—My 
Dear Sir: It is with reluctance that I here- 
with request the acceptance of my resigna- 
tion as a member of the Georgia railroad 
commission. to take effect on I*riday, the 
3lst instant, It is not without a peinful 
struggle that I thus sever my official cen- 
nection with one whom I not orly so high- 
ly respect, but love as a_ brother and one 
who merits the sincere affection and high- 
est honor in the gift of the people of Geor- 
gia, Respectfully yours, 

“CAMPBELL WALLACE.” 

In reply, Major Wallace received from 
Governor Gordon the following letter: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 29, 1890.—Hon. 
Campbell Wallace, Atlanta, Ga. My Dear 
Sir: I hereby acknowledge the receipt of 
your communiction of the 22d instant, in 
which you ask me to accept your resigna- 
tion as a member of the Georgia railroad 
commission, to take effect on Friday, the 
8lst day of January, 1890. 

‘You have been a member of the com- 
mission ever since its organization, and lI 
do not migtake or ¢xaggerate the facts 
when I say the confidence reposed in the 
commission by the people and the frequent 
submission of the railway incorporations 
of the state have beén largely due to your 
recognized integrity and to your acknowl- 
edged experience and ability in railroad 
affairs. 

“TE is not too much to say that you have 
made the railroad commission a success 
and insured its continuance as a permanent 
body in the government of the state. 

‘IT accept your resignation with reluctance 
and sincere regret, as I had hoped that 
your official tenure as chairman of the 
railroad commission would outlast my own 
as @=céutive of the state. 

“Cordially reciprocating the respect and 
affection which you have expressed for 
me, I am very sincerely your friend, 
“JOHN B. GORDON.” 
Sixty Years of Married Life. 

Major Wallace was married in 181 to 
Miss Susan E. Lyon, of East Tennessee. For 
more than sixty years this happy couple 
were associated together in an ideal union, 
loving each other in a measure that was 
surpassed only by their love for God. They 
reared the several chiidrer that were born 
to them in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, 2nd their home presented the pic- 
ture of an ideal Christian no-usehold. 

Mrs, Wallace died about two years ago, 
and since that time the health of Major 
Wallace has been steadily failing. Depriv- 
ed of the association of one who had been 
his constant companion for nearly three- 
quarters of a century it was only natural 
that his own life should begin to ‘vane and 
that, in spite of the sweet assurance of a 
joyful meeting on the margin cf the mystie 
river, he should feel no longer the same 
man, 

The life of Major Wallace has been one of 
the grandest ever lived :n this community 
and his influence will continue to make it- 
self felt for generations to ome. 
His Children and Others. 

Major Wallace ieaves six children, ncarly 
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PRESERVED QUINCES,—Pare, quarter 
and core them, saving skins oP cores.

RIPE TOMATO PRESERVES.—Seven 
pounds round yellow tomatoes peeled, 
pounds sugar, juice 3 lemons, let stand 
together over night. Drain off sirup and 
boil it, skim weil, then put in the toma- 
toes and boil gently 20 minutes. Take out 
fruit with skimmer, spread on dishes. Boil 
sirup down till it thickens, adding, just

TO PRESERVE STRAWBERRIES.—To 
one pound strawberries, after they have 
beon picked over, add — clean su- 
ger; put the n prese g kettle, over 
slow fire, until sugar is meited; then boil 
them precisely 25 minutes fast as possible; 
have jar ready and put fruit in boiling hot; 
jar should be heated before hot fruit is 
poured into it, otherwise it wil br 
Cover and seal jars immediately; set in a 
cool place. 


QUINCE AND APPLE PRESERVES.— 
Take an equal amount of sweet apples and 
quinces; weigh them, then take by weight 
an equal amount of sugar; pare, quarter 
and .core the fruit. When quince is 
boiled tender, take it out; boil apples in: 
quince water, put them into sirup, let 


' them boil till they look red and clear—an 


hour and a half -is not too long, Do not 
boil quinces in sirup, but put layers of the 
apple, when done, into jars with quince 
previously cooked tender in water, an 
pour sirup over them.

His 
influence for good in Atlanta cannot be 
measured; it will be felt for a century 
hence. Upon one occasion at a grand mass 
meeting of the Sunday schools in Atlanta 
he delivered an address. The address was 
concluded in these touching words: 

“This is the last day of my seventy-ninth 
year. Tomorrow, if it come, will com- 
mence building up the complement of four 
score years. God has ever been good to 
me. I have perhaps a8 many earthly sur- 
roundings that go to make life desirable 
as most men, yet my ambition is not so 
much to live as it is to do my duty while 
I live, that when the pulsation of this heart 
grows faint and the golden tinge of eter- 
nal Mght dawns upon me I may be able 
to say without one glimmering doubt, ‘Fa- 
ther, take my hand in thine and lead me 
across the river.’

His Life at Home. 

In a sweet home opposite the state capl- 
tol among his devoted children and grand- 
children Major, Wallace lived after retir- 
ing from-public life. Here he lived in 
peace and quietude until his death last 
night. 

It’ was in this pretty home that his com- 
panion of a lifetime passed away. His 
wife, a woman of estimable character and 
loving disposition, was loved by all who 
knew her. s 

Major Wallace was a familiar figure 
along the streets near the capitol where 
he often took his daily walks. He was 
known by every one and not infrequently 
he would pause to chat with some ac. 
Quaintance or discuss some issue of the 
day. Despite the fact that he was old in 
years, Major Wallace kept well posted on 
every day events and lost sight of but 
little that was going on in the busy hum- 
drum from which he had withdrawn some 
years before. 

He was often heard to remark upon the 
death of Senator @ctquitt who was a friend 
of his both socially and politically. He 
spoke with much tenderness of the last 
days of the senator. He also discussed 
the death of Senator Joseph E. Brown 
and sadly referred upon one occasion to 
his own closing life.

Another exemplification of the steadiness 
of the undertone of the cotton market was 
afforded today when, in spite of some un- 
deniably bearish news, the market closed 
at practically the same prices as at the 
end of the session vesterday. Early in the 
day, it is true, they showed a fair decline 
as a result of confusing reports in regard 
to the Japanese treaty, a decline in Liver- 
pool, depression in Manchester, some 
cheerful reports in regard to the crop 
prospects at the south and quite a little 
liquidation, not to mention a little bear 
hammering. But the market looked differ- 
ent later on. It was reported that the 
emperor of China had ratified the treaty 
with Japan, but if this was generally 
known, less attention was paid to it than 
to some unfavorable crop reports from 
Texas and a rumor that the Galveston 
News tomorrow will state that the Texas 
acreage has been reduced 10 per cent. The 
crop in Texas is still declared to be late, 
and private reports declare that the acreage 
will be reduced. Silver’ was higher, Fall 
River was active and advancing, the dry 
goods trade was generally in a better posi- 
tion, woolen goods are advancing in Eu- 
rope, and this has, of course, indirectly a 
more or less stimulating effect on the 
general dry goods trade of this country. 
A large bull house is understood to have 
given the market a little support this 
afternoon, but after all the rally which 
took place in the late business was trace- 
able not so much to bullish sustaining or- 
ders as to covering by the shorts and 
buying by the outsiders.

Eagineer Bill Taylor ‘“‘doined the Bird 
Gang’ To Save His Life, 


HIS TRAIN PLUNGED INTO A FREIGHT 


W hile He Lay Groaning Upon the Ground 
Badly Hurt by Jumping from the 
Cab of His Engine. 


Engineer Bill Taylor, one of the best- 
Rnown locomotive engineers in this sec- 
tion of the south, leaped for his life from 
a ftiying train last night just this side of 
Austell and is now under medical treat- 
ment for the serious wounds incurred. 

While he lay moaning on the ground he 
Saw his engine madly plunge into the revr 
of a freight train on the sidetrack just 
ahead and heard the frightful clash of the 
two heavy trains as the rear cars of the 
freight New into splinters high in the alr. 

It. wes a trying moment, but engineer 
Taylor had met it like a man. He came 
dashing on toward Atlanta, little dreaming 
that a death trap was lying open to him 
and his cargo of passengers. As he "Rp- 
‘proached Austell, he saw the blue lights 
from the rear of a freight train which was 
also coming toward Atlanta, but paid no 
attention to them because they were on 
the sidetrack. The main track was clear 
to him and he plunged on at a rapid speed. 

He was horror-stricken a moment later 
wWheh he found that the switch had been 
left open and that he was sure to land 
into the rear of the freight train on the 
side track. He saw that it was a hopeless 
Case, but with that bravery and courage 
displayed by the strong-headed men who 
ride the fiery steeds by day and night, he 
put on brakes and reversed his lever. 

He did this only with the hope of making 
the wreck fall lighter than it would other- 
wise have fallen, not to prevent it, for he 
knew there was no hope of prevention at 
that late moment. 

No sooner had he thus fulfilled his duty 
to his passengers and his company than 
he undertook that other duty which he had 
put off to the last—the duty of preserving 
his own life—ani with a leap he bounded 
from his cab to the ground. 

So rapid was the speed of his flying train 
that Engineer Taylor was hurled high in 
the air and struck the ground with a terri- 
ble force. He was badly bruised in the 
fall and sustained pretty serious injuries. 
He was taken into the cab again after it 
Was all over and his wounds were washed 
off and temporarily dressed. 

It was found that the caboose of the 
freight train had been torn into a thou- 
sand piec and that the pilot of the en- 
gine of the passenger train, together with 
the headlight and the froht of the engine 
had been badly damaged. 

Fireman O'Neil, of the passenger engine, 
Was slightly injured, but was able to man 
the engine and back it out of the wreck. 
Captain Herring, the conductor of the pas- 
Benger train, Was unhurt and none of the 
passengers received any injuries. 

Fortunately there was no one on the ca- 
boose of the freight train, or they would 
have been mashed to pieces in the frig!Ift- 
ful debris. 

The passenger train was No. 8 and was 
due in Atlanta from Birmingham over the 
Southern at 9 o’clock. It came in some- 
ching more than an hour late and the en- 
zine was slightly disabled and eonsderably 
dis sfigured in front when it entered the 
union® passenger depot. 

‘The freight train had received orders to 
take a sk ling at Austell to allow the pas 
Senger train to pass it there. It had gone 
On the sidetrack, but from credible ac- 
counts received at the headquarters of 
the road last night from the scene of the 
wreck, the switch behind the freight had 
been left open by the rear brakeman, El- 
lis, whose duty it was to close the switch 
after the freight had gone in and thus 
leave the main track open for the pissen- 
ger train. 

It might have been a terrible wreck but 
for Captain sill Taylor's coolness and 
presence of mind. It is erenesis. however, 
that if he had not leaped from his engine 
he would not have been so badly injured 
4s he was in jumping to the ground while 
the engine was is running at t such speed,

Hi. Harrison, of Quitman, for 
a member of the Gecrgia legis- 
lature, and who won the tithe of ‘‘watch 
Gog of the treasury” years ago, has re- 
signed his seat in the present legislature. 

No member of the Georgia house is more 
widely known than Mr. Harrison. lie has 
served in eight or ten legislatures and has 
wlways figured prominently in the proceed- 
ings of that body. He was always watch- 
fui of the people’s funds and in that way 
won his title. He was very prominent in 
the last legislature. 

He sent his resignation to Governor At- 
kinson day before yesterday and an- 
nounced as the reason of his resignation 
the fact that he had been given a federal 
appointment which would take him out of 
the state during the next session of the 
legislature.

In the letter written to Mr. Harrison, 
Governor Atkirson laid down an example 
for the tenth district.

Colonel Wimpy, who was the 
attorney for Mrs, Sanner’s husband, 
stated that he could not remember whether 
Mrs. Sanner had been impeached or not. 

As to the Knife, the principal witness 
was a negro Known as Cap Redford, who 
Was a very important witness and who re- 
ferred to Mrs, Sanner’s brother, Tom Lan- 
dis, as Tom. He said that he had worked 
with Landis and had seen him with the 
knife found on the scene. He said that he 
knew the Knife by certain marks which 
he very aptly described. He was asked if 
he had not made an affidavit in the mat- 
ter and said that he had but that it had 
not been read to him. It was then read 
to him and he stated that the contents 
were in accordance with the truth of the

A knife which was identified as the 
property of Duncan by witnesses for Dun- 
can, was introduced by the defense. 

On the first trial Duncan was found 
guilty and was sentenced to be hanged 
on February 8th. His case was taken to 
the supreme court and there sent back ‘to 
the superior court. 

Duncan has protested all along that he 
was innocent and said that he was ready 
to die. He 1s a very black negro and 
looks none too good for such a crime, His 
appearance, in fact, is very much against 
him, as Mrs. Sanner has identified him as 
the negro who assaulted her.

-The Sonthern at Last Scoops the Ala- 
bama Great Southern, 


THE DETAILS O: THE BIG DEAL 


General Superintendent Scott, of the 
Omaba Line, Here—Other News 
and Gossip of the Rail. 


New York, May 3.—The Southern railway 
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
interests have settled all difficulties as to 
the Cincinnati extension bonds and the 
proposals underlying them on a basis en- 
tirely satisfactory to both parties. 

The Southern railway has today taken 
control of the Alabame Great Southern 
Railwuy Company by the election of Sam- 
uel Spencer, Charles H. Coster, J. P. Mor- 
wan,*Jr., Francis Lynde Stetson, W. G. 
Oaukman, A. J. Thomas and George W. 
Maslin as @ majority of the beard of di- 
rectors, with Samuel Spencer as chairman. 

Under the terms of the settlement the 
Cincinnati, Hamiton and Dayton interests 
retire entirely from the Alabama Great 
Southern, the Southern railway having ac- 
quired their entire holdings. The control 
in capital stock of the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans and Texas Pacific Company is to be 
owned aml held equally and jointly by the 
Southern railway and the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton interests, and: it is hoped 
a reorganization of that company or a new 
jease or the purchase of the Cincinnati 
Southern can be affected, and the line con- 
tinued under neutral management to be 
operated independently, but preferently to 
the interests of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton on the north, and the Southern 
and the Alabama Great Southern on the 
south. This insures harmony between the 
parties, stops litigation and fully protects 
the interests of Cincinnati in the mannes 
in which her citizens seemed to prefer. The 
Southern Railway Company retains the 
ownership of the old Louisville Southern 
line, which insures also protection to the 
city of Louisviile. 


TO HELP IMMIGRATION. 


Western Railroad Men Are Looking 
After the Movement Southward. 

Chicago, May 3.—(Special.)—At a _ well- 
attended meeting today of the passenger 
officials of the south-bound lines it was de- 
termined to take active steps toward en- 
couraging the immigration 
setting in from the north to the south. 
The meeting was unanimous in favoring 
anything which would bring the north and 
south into closer relations, and a commit- 
tee, “of which General Passenger Agent 
Stone, of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 
is chairman, was appointed to outline a 
lan of action.

OBJECTS TO COMPETITION, 


The Augusta and Savannah Desires 


To Protect Itself. 

Augusta, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The Au- 
gusta Southern, formerly the Augusta, Gib- 
son and Sandersville, is a tenant at will of 
about 1,100 yards of the right of way of 
the Augusta and Savannah railway. This 
is where the Augusta Southern strikes the 
Augusta and Savannah road and proceeds 
along its right of wag till it strikes the 
right of way of the Augusta and Summer- 
ville, or street railway, a rail being placed 
within the tracks to form a narrow- 
gauge road. This tenant at will can be 
ousted when the landlord gives a years 
notice. The Augusta Southern, having is- 
sued bonds for the purpose of broadening 
its gauge +o the standard, and thereby be- 
coming a competitor in its territory of 
the Augusta and Savannan, the Augusta 
and Savannah, through Messrs. I. H. 
Miller and J. B. Cumming, today went 
before Judge Calloway and asked an order 
restraining the Augusta Southern from 
broadening its gauge on the Augusta and 
Savannah right of way. A further order 
Was asked ousting the Augusta Southern 
from the Augusta and Savannah right of 
way. As the Centra! railroad of Georgia 
was the lessee of the Augusta and Savan- 
mah at the time the Augusta Southern 
became the tenant at will of the Augusta 
and Savannah, it was asked that the order 
be made against the Georgia Central, and 
that road is made a party to the action. 
it was shown during the proceedings be- 
fore Judge Calloway today that, on July 
12, 1894, the required notice was given the 
Augusta Southern to vacate the Augusta 
and Savannah’s right of way. 

Judge Calloway issued a temporary re- 
straining order,eand set May 27th as the 
day for argument as to whether that 
temporary order should be made perma- 
nent. All parties to the action will be 
notified by that time to show cause why 
the order should not be made permanent. 

Work on broadening the gauge of the 
Augusta Southern was begun today. 


FIXING SUMMER SCHEDULES, 


The Officials of the Southern Will 
Take Off the Florida Limited. 

At a recent conference held between the 
passenger department of the Southern 
railway and the operating department it 
was decided to make several changes in 
echedules to take effect Sunday, May 12th. 

On that day the through train between 
Cincinnati and Jacksonville will be taken 


off and schedules of the daily local trains 
will be changed all around. 

There will be a daily local out of Atlanta 
to Macon leaving at 8 o'clock in the morn. 
ing and another at night. Both of these 
will go directly through to Brunswick. 

In addition there will be two north- 
bound trains out of Atlapta. One will 
leave Atlanta about 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and the other about 11 o’clock at 
night. 


CONTRACT FOR THE GRADING. 


The Southern Will Get To Work Now 
with Its Grading of Double Track. 
The Southern railway has let the con- 

tract for the grading of the double track 
lines from the city to the exposition 
grounds, as predicted in The Constitution 
yesterday, and the work on the roadway 
will be taken up in the near future. 

Colonel I. Y. Sage has the contract for 
the work and it is safe to say that under 
his direction and splendid guidance the 
task will be well executed. 

“*olonel Sage has had many enterprises of 
this kind in hand, and has practically built 
a great many railroads. 

The Southern proposes to have a depot 
in Atlanta, just to the rear of the Mark- 
ham house and also one on the grounds of 
the exposition, having a building of its own 
Within the inclosure. 

The double-track lines to the grounds 
from the city will enable the Southern to 
run trains every five minutes, and they will 
be large trains, sufficient to carry more 
than 500 people each trip. 

It is the purpose of the Southern to make 
these trains as convenient as it is possible 
to have them. 

They will all be open cars, and when the 
train is once started there will be no stop- 
ping until the grounds are reached. 

The Southern is the only road that has a 
franchise into the grounds and will avail 
Itself of the full opportunity offered by the 
situation.

The fire building will be the headquarters 
for a department of thirty men with full 
equipment and Gamewell fire alarm system.

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‘The Exposition Board Takes Hold of the 
Matter Very Yigorously. 


ACTION OF THE BOARD YESTERDAY 


The Finance and Fublic Comfort Now 
Have the Matter in Hand and Will 
Do Something at Once 


The exposition company took hold of the 
hotel question yesterday afternoon with 
such vigor amd earnestness as to insure a 
speedy solution of the vexing problem. 

The company took a great step forward 
in the matter and before another week 
Passes there is every reason to believe 
that the result of yesterday’s action will 
be told in the announcement of the deter- 
mination to build one or two commodious 
hotels, if not more. 

Mr. S. M. Inman was the first to move 
in the matter yesterday, but the hearty 
and immetliate approval which every mem- 
ber of the board readily gave to his propo- 
sition shows the deep interest which all 
of them feel in‘the settlement of the 
matter. Their spontaneous indorsement 
of the proposition showed that they real. 
ized the gravity of the situation. 

Mr. Inman arose in the meeting of the 
éxecutivé board and called attention of 
the board to the fact that the building: of 
hotels was a matter that should receive 
the immediate attention of the exposition. 
He stated that he had given the matter 
considerable thought and had talked with 
a number of people in the interest of hotel 
building. 

“We must take care of the people,” said 
he. “And it begins to seem that the ex- 
position will have to take some steps in 
I believe that if this company 
would encourage hotel building to the 
extent of several thousand dollars 
we might secure satisfactory accommoda- 
tions for our visitors. 

“I have talked with a number of prop- 
erty owners and can state that there will 
not be any difficulty in securing good, 
eligible sites for hotels. Some of these 
sites can be secured rent free. They are 
admirably located, some near the grounds, 
some on Peachtree and some nearer in. 
The cost of building these hotels need not 
be very great and it seems to me that the 
returns will be such as to make the in- 
vestment a highly profitable one. I make 
the suggestion that the exposition might 
give something in the way of a bonus to 
hotel builders and thus start activity in 
the matter. I should like to hear from 
Mr. Forrest Adair, the chairman of the 
committee public comfort, with refer- 
ence to the matter.’’ 

“Qur committee,” said Mr. Adair, “has 
given this question thorough consideration, 
We have talked to the people pretty gen- 
erally about hotel building and have not 
met with the encouragement that we hoped 
for. It is very clear to my mind that the 
opportunity for some man with money to 


on 


make a good investment is a splendid one. | 


“The opportunity calls for some good 
man with nerve, or patriotism, or public 
épirit—the money is not lacking. There 
are plenty of men with money enough to 
put into such enterprises. We have given 
considerable time to the matter and there 
has been a great deal of talk, but there’s 


mojhing definite that we can report, If 


sta®@ré@ dre an¥ suggestions our committee 


would be glad to act on them.”’ 

‘Do I understand that the purport of 
Mr. Inman’s talk is that the exposition 
should help in this matter—help in a finan- 
cial way?’ asked Mr. Cabaniss. 

“That was my suggestion,” replied Mr. 
Inman. “The necessity for prompt action 
is upon us. The exposition can, with the 
expenditure of no very great sum of 
money, give an impetus to this work, and 
I make the suggestion to the board that 
something be done on this line.” 

Mr. Forrest Adair said he thought the 
suggestion was an excellent one and one 
deserving of the consideration of every 
member of the board. 

**As to sites,’’ he said, “I have found that 
there are many desirable ones that we 
may obtain. We can obtaih many of them 
rent free. If we can interest enough capi- 
tal to build the hotels the only obstacle 
in our way will have been removed.” 

“What about hotel managers?’ asked 
Mr. Rice. “An appropriation was made by 
the board to advertise for hotel managers 
—was that ever done?” 

‘No,’ answered ‘Mr. 
better than that. The 
several hotel journgls were here and 
looked into the situation. They wrote 
several reading notices for their papers, 
setting forth the condition of things here 
and answered in this way every purpose 
that we cour! have had in advertising.” 

“There will be no trouble in getting hotel 
managers,’ said Mr. Cabaniss. 

“Mr. Inman's suggestion is a splendid 
one,” said Mr. Alex Smith. ‘I indorse it 
and agree with him that the exposition 
company sheuld take steps in the met- 
ter’. 

‘“‘Now, I move trat—as it has been statec 
here that temporary hotel buildings can be 
put up at very small cost—this company 
give a borus of $19 of exposition bonds for 
every room in every hotel exceeding 100 
rooms in size that will be erected for ex- 
Pesition purposes. We could not efford to 
have anything to do with smaller build- 
ings. And I move further that this mat- 
ter be referred to the public comfort and 
finance committee for immediate considere= 
tion and action. It seems to me that this 
would be the best plan to get the matter 
on a working basis, and I have no doubt 
that we can interest the proper parties in 
hotel building.’’ 

“Before putting that motion,” said Cap- 
tain English, ‘I would like to suggest that 
it might be a feasible plan to interest the

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stated here that hotels can be put up at 
no great cost anj the item of lumber is a 
very large one in building. We have in 
Atlanta a number of lumbermen who have 
shown an interest in this matter—Mr. Am- 
crous, of our board, and Mr. Pope among 
them—and I thiiak they might be interested 
in this movement to our advantage and to 
their own. I would like for Mr. Amorous 
to state what the possibilities are in that 
direction.” 

“IT think Captain English’s plan is a 
feasible one,”’ said Mr. Amorous. “I hate 
taken much interest in the settlement of 
this impertant matter and I am willing 
to do my share in bringing this matter to 
some definite shape. I will be glad to con- 
fer with the gentlemen of =he committee.” 

“This matter is one that demands 
speedy secttlement,”’ said Mr. Clark Howell. 
“Whatever is done must be g@ one in the 
next thirty or forty days. We have Lut 
little time and this committee should in- 
struct the public comfort committee to 
teke hold of this matter imutnediately, get 
it in some good shape and make a report 
here at our first meeting next week. It Js 
a matter that requires our action atl 
vunce.”’ 

“I wart to indorse what has been said 
on the line of hotel building,’ said Dr. 
Spalding, ‘and move as 1s substitute toc 
Mr. Srmith’s mction that this entire maéet- 
ter, including Mr. :nmaa’s proposition, be 
reierred to the pmbiic comfort und finw.1we 
committees with power to act. The gen- 
tlemen composing these committees are 
among the most discreet and conservative 
men on this board and none need have any 
fesr that any action they, may take will be 
deleterious to the exposition company. 
They are men of fine business judgment 
and know our needs in this. direction, I 
am willing to trust the entire matter in- 
their hands and feel sure that the board 
is of like opinion. This committee shovld 
be given full power to settle this question, 
without any reference to this voard.’’

Glenn in the Duncan 
case have been limited to a short spat 
which brought down a couple of fines like 
a cloudburst. All efforts to have the fines 
of either remitted have been unsuccessful, 
and two men spent a day and night in

In appearance there is nothing of the 

severe about Judge Beck's countenance. In 
truth, outside of the courtroom and away 
from his sterner judicial duties, Judge 
Beck is a most affable and genial person 
and one who loves a joke well and who can 
laugh as heartily as the most apprecia- 
tive. ‘ 
In his charges to the juries, Judge Beck 
is quick and decidedly to the point. In 
sentencing two prisoners to life terms he 
was very forcible in expressing’ his 
thoughts. In these he exhibited a splendid 
knowiedge of human nature, especially in 
the case of Henry Berry, who was 
charged with arson. 

The two negroes, Henry Lucas and Jeff 
Perdue, were sent to jail, although they 
laughed no more than is frequently per- 
mitted by Judge Clark. These two, how- 
ever, laughed when the others had resisted 
the pressure brought upon their risibilities 
by the utterance of a witness.

Colonel Glenn had just finished the read- 
ing of an affidavit which had been made by 
Mrs. Sanner, It seems that Solicitor Hill 
had determired to read another affidavit 
but decided not to, When Colonel Glenn 
finished reading, Solicitor Hill said:

Another move in the Myers case yester- 
day morning was the employment of coun- 
sel to aid Solicitor Hill for the state in the 
coming trial. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn was engaged by the 
Crowley family and will go into the case 
to give every aid possible to the solicitor 
in the prosecution of young Myers, 

In the past year Colonel Glenn has made 
rapid strides forward, occupying one of 
the first positions in southern legal talent, 
and he has acted as leading counsel in a 
number of the most important cases that 
have occurred lately, 

He was leading counsel for the detec- 
tives in the investigation and won reputa- 
tion there as a cross examiner as well 
as an eloquent speaker, He succeeded 1n 
clearing is clients, Colonel Glenn was 
also leading counsel in the Worley cases, 
which were in the United States district 
court, and he succeeded in smashing sev- 
eral indictments before the case could be 
called. He was also engaged in the Roper 
case, Which was an important federal case. 
He is at the present time leading counsel 
in the case of the state against Duncan, 
who has once been convicted and sentenced 
to be hung. 

The father of Forest Crowley, the mur- 
dered man, was in the city yesterday morn- 
ing and held a consultation with a number 
of his friends and it was decided to en- 
gage Colonel Glenn to assist Solicitor Hill. 
The combination of Hill and Glenn is one 
that is probably as strong as could have 
possibly been effected. These two, boih 
acknowledged wits and both eloquent to a 
remarkable degree, have been upon oppo- 
site sides frequently and have sharpened 
their wits upon each other. 

The attorneys for the defendant are Mr, 
W, T. Moyers, E. M. and G. F. Mitchell 
and Virgil Jones, Mr, Moyers is the lead- 
ing counsel and will conduct the case for 
Myers.

Many of the witnesses in>the Myers case, 
especially those for the state, live outside 
of the state and many outside of the coun- 
ty. Solicitor Hill found that he could not 
get the case in readiness for the 13th of 
this month, and it was occordingly post- 
poned. 

The postponement was decided upon 
Thursday afternoon, but was not announc- 
ed until yesterday morning.
